The mere right to vote, by itself, is meaningless so far aa true 
freedom ta concerned. 
Some of the strongest dictators in history were “ elected.’* 
Napoleon is one example. Hitler another. 
There ore dictatorships today where voting is not merely 
permitted, hut is compulsory. 
The ditference between freedom and slavery lies, not in 
whether citizens can vote, but that in a country like this, their 
votes actually control their government. 
This country is one of the few where the people’s vote still 
really means something. 
Your vote next Tuesday actually decides some matters, 
It 
will help decide, for example, whether the excellent Republican 
Administration in charge of Rucks County's affairs w ill he con 
tinued, or will he broken up and taken over by newcomers. 
In many communities, the votes w ill render similar verdicts 
with regard to local affairs. 
Consider the bonus amendment: here is an excellent illustra­ 
tion of the manner in which Am erican self-government is pro 
tectrd by the basic law of state and national constitutions. 
W h y can’t the State Governm ent go ahead and decide on the 
bonus question) W h y is it that you. as a voter, are being asked to 
pass on it) 
Sim ply because the State Constitution prohibits the officials 
at Harrisburg from borrowing large sums of money without the 
voters* consent. 
W hen government borrows, the citizens have 
to repay. A basic principle of free government is that those who 
must pay back government's debts are entitled to a voice in in 
curring those debts. 
You can’t have free government any other way. H o w can 
any race of people he said to be free and self-governing, if their 
government can pile up heavy dehta for them to repay, without 
their permission) 
That’s the reason why all Am erican units of government, ex­ 
cept the Federal government itself, have limitations on their 
borrowing capacity written into the constitutions which govern 
them. 
So when you vote on the bonus, whichever way you vote, 
you are exercising a fundamental sort of right almost entirely un 
known anywhere else in the world. 
Those are reasons why voting in Am erica ia a right so impor 
tant that you should not forget to exercise it. 
Be M ire to vote on Tuesday. A n d w hen you vote, he sure 
to vote straight Republican. Look for the word Republican on 
you r ballot, and put a croup after it, thus:
